Torrance Rising Rapidly 
Among Top Retail Cities

Torrance continues its 
rapid climb as one of the 
state's top retail sales cities, 
according to a report issued 
today by the statistical de­ 
partment of the Torrance 
Chamber of Commerce.

Taxable sales reached $30.- 
614,000 for the second quarter 
of 1.960 in figures released by 
the State Board of ifiquali/a- 
tion. T h i s figure is an in­ 
crease of $7 ]/i million over 
the similar period in 1959 and 
over 13Vie million over- the 
1958 record.

The six-months total of 
$56,293.000 advances Tor­ 
rance to a ranking of tenth 
in Los Angeles county and 
twenty fourth in California. 
Ot this time last year the 
rankings were sixteenth and 
thirty fifth respectively, 
thirty fifth r e s p e c t i v e 1 y. 
Cities passed in the past quar-

ter include: Alhambra. Camp- 
ton, Dovvney, San Mateo, and 
South Gate.

Other area cities sales for 
the second quarter jnclude 
Cardena'-- .$12.041.000 (up 
$717.QOO). Hawthorne — $13,- 
546.000 (down 952.000). Man­ 
hattan Reach •— $4.981.000 
(up $209.000). Redondo Beach 
— $16.482.000 (up 1,699.000). 
Hermosa Beach — $7.753.000 
(down $527,000). Palos Ver- 
des Kstates — 533.000 (same). 
Rolling Hills Estates — $704, 
000 (up $143,000). Rolling 
Hills — $27.00 (down $43,- 
000). and El Segundo — $13,- 
537.000 (down $3.588.000).

Boat Licensing 
Numbers May Be 
Anv Basic Color

Latest word on the contro­ 
versial issue of boat numbers 
holds that numbers need not 
be of a single color, provided 
that the primary or main col­ 
or4 of the number measure at 
least three inches in height. 
This clarification was announ­ 
ced this week by Lachlan M. 
Richards, chief of the Divi­ 
sion of Small Craft Harbors, 
following the receipt of in­ 
formation through informal 
sources that the Coast Guard 
commandant in Washington, 
D.C., will not insist that • 
number must be of one color 
only if the main or predomi­ 
nant color, itself, measures a 
minimum of three inches. 

WILL NOT MOLEST
Richards added that, he was 

informed that the Coast 
Guard h a s no intention at 
time of molesting numbers al­ 
ready affixed to boats and al­ 
so that there is no firm plan 
for a deadline to move against 
such numbers. He noted that 
many manufacturers were re­ 
tooling in order to comply 
with thhe Coast Guard's in­ 
sistence on the three inch 
rule for primary colors, and 
that the process of replace­ 
ment could be expected to 
eliminate the substandard 
numbers in time. Richards 
emphasized, however, that 
the Coast Guard will insist on 
adequate contrast of numbers 
with the background color, 
which is usually that of the 
hull. Roat numbers, he point­ 
ed out, are an important aid 
in search arid rescue opera­ 
tions a n d any compromise 
with standards reduces the 
effectiveness of search and 
rescue efforts.

Richards also stated that 
the period of grace for re­ 
moving old Coast, Guard and 
old county numbers had 
passed, and that fines up to 
$50 for failure to carry the 
new California numbers are 
now being levied by Califor­ 
nia judges.
